Demonstrating the method to 
newspaper men and engineers at 
its main office, 195 Broadway, it 
received various pictures from 
Cleveland yesterday, in a transmis- 
sion time of slightly less than five 
minutes for each. 

The apparatus has been\ under 
active development abot 15 
months by engineers of the com- 
pany and the Western Plectric Co., 
officials in charge of the demon- 
stration said. In its present form, 
according to the company’s formal 
announcement, “it represents the 
association of many recent inven- 
tions together with standard types

The film upon which a picture 
has been transferred from a reg- 
ative is inserted in the transmitter 
on acylinder. The cylinder and 
film are rotated at a uniform 
speed and at the same time are 
caused to advance by means of a 
screw mechanism. 

During this gperation a very 
small and intense beam of light is 
directed through the film fo a 
photo-electric cell within the cyl- 
inder, and the motion of the con- 
centrated light beam on the film is 
much the same as that of a phono- 
graph needle on a old-fashioned 
cylindrical. record. In this way 
miffute and regular portions of the 
film are covered by the light beam. 
The shading of the film affeéts the 
intensity of the light passing 
through {t and reaching the photo- 
electric cell. 

This variation in the amount of 
light striking the sensitive surface 
of the cell gives rise to a current 
which, by means of a vacuum tube 
amplifier and modulator, controls 
the current flowing through the 
telephone line. ° 

How Cylinders Are “Tuned.” 

The picture now is on the wire, 
being transmitted progressively as 
the cylinder turns. <At the receiv- 
ing end is anotHer cylinder, which 
is exactly synchronized to the 
sending cylinder by means of tun- 
ing forks through which a low- 
frequency current runs at each end 
of the line. On the receiving cylin- 
der is an unexposed film on which 
an ordinary beam of electric light 
is converged to a minute point, the 
entire apparatus being in a dark 
room. 

Before striking this film, how- 
ever, the receiving light beam 
passes through a “light valve,” 
which is a new type of shutter. This 
is a tiny apérture, behind which is 
stretched a wire. This wire, which 
almost closes the aperture, is vi- 
brated by the light-controlled cur- 
rent from the sending apparatus, +o 
that its movements break the 
steady light beam directed on the 
aperture or valve, thus controlling 
the light which passes through the 
valve to the rotating film. 

The process is automatic, the 
turning cylinders completing their 
forward motion at the same in- 
stant. The receiving film is then 
lifted from its cylinder to undergo 
ordinary photographic developing.

Assembly at San Antonio Makes It 
Obligatory fof Elder on Deacon 
to State Change of Views.

The fundamentalist - modernist 
storm broke mildly over the gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States 
(Southern) here yesterday and left 
the assembly standing on a simple 


reaffirmation of the church's fun- 
damental faith. There was no dif- 
ference of opinion expressed as to 
what the fundamentals of the faith 
are, the dispute arising only over 
how those fundamentals should be 
expressed. 

The following declaration was 
adopted: 


“That because of the clarity and 
fullness of the presentation of 
Christian truth {n our confession of 
faith and catechism in the absence 
of any dispostion to question the 
fundamenta! truths as set forth in 
these symbols of our’ faith. the 
general assembiy simply reaffirms 
its faith in the great fundamentals 
of our church, as set ferth in our 
confession of faith and catechism. 
and declines to make additional 
declarations of doctrines.” 

The assembly amended the 
church ruling making it obligatory 
for a candidate for the ministry, 
elder or deacon, to take a vow that 
if his views on the fundamentals 
of the church should change he 
would notify his presbytery.

finger. but by the clothing and 
‘articles found in the pockets. 


William Melvin lived at 1512 


North Twelfth street and was em- 
ploved on a barge lying above Eads) 
_bridge. Three weeks ago he fell 


in the river and was drowned. 


The body, Which was found Sat-. 
urday, was clad only in underwear, 


which was considered strange, in 


view of the fact that Melvin was! 
fully clothed when he fell into the! 


water, but there was the missing 
index finger, so his brothers and 
other relatives concluded it wag his 
body. 


The other body was found Sun-' 


day. It happened that a man who 


‘had known Melvin was near by 


when it was taken from the water 


‘and he said he believed it was Mel- 
ivin's body. He gave the east side! 
undertaker the Melvin address. | 
|The undertaker saw Melvtin's rela- 
tives. They were in the midst of

and were not impressed with the' 
'undertaker’s story, but two broth- 


ers-in-law went over and looked 
at the body and decided that it 
could not be Melvin’s. So the fun-

HE bones of Pizarro, conquer-

founded in 1535, nearly a century 
before the Pilgrims landed on Ply 
mouth Rock. 

Lima today ts an attractive and 
fairly modern city of nearly 204,- 
000 population, the capital of the 
Republic of Peru, the home of cul- 
tured society who claim the purest 
Castilian blood in South America. 

The traveler reaches Lima 
through the seaport of Callao. one 
of the largest and busiest towns on 
the west coast of South America. 
A trolley line whisks you over the 
seven or eight miles between the 


two cities in half an hour and lands 
you in a fairly central section of 
the capital. 

Not far away ts the monastery of 
Saint Francis, in many respects the 
finest and most interesting mon- 
astery on the American continent. 

In the Spanish days mo less than 
three hundred monks sat down to 
meals tn the great refectory, but 
the modern Peruvian does not ad- 
mire the monastic life. and only 
thirty monks answer the abbot 
when he musters his company on 
state occasions.
